WASHINGTON (AP) — Army 
doctors, revealing for the first 
tim e

Dwight D. Eisenhower suffered 
serious 
tem porary 
congestive 
heart failure one week ago. say 
“ he may well have less reserve 
strength than previously.” 
The physicians acknowledged 
Friday they were more con­ 
cerned 
than 
ever 
about

chronic heart condition of the 
7 8 -year-old general who is re ­ 
covering 
from 
intestinal 
sur­ 
gery. 
Despite this concern, a medi­ 
cal bulletin late Friday from 
W alter Reed General Hospital 
said “ the general’s condition to­ 
day is favorable . . . he is rest­ 
ing comfortably and his spirits 
are good.”

Abortion Bill 
Has Clear Path 


N.M. Governor 
Won't Interfere 


SANTA FE, N.M. (A P) — 
New Mexico Gov. David F. C ar­ 
go, a Roman Catholic, declined 
to endorse or veto liberalized 
abortion legislation Friday and 
cleared the way for the m easure 
to become state law. 
Cargo told the New Mexico 
Legislature in a written state­ 
ment: 
“ I am returning the bill un­ 
signed because I do not wish to 
give my personal endorsem ent 
to this piece of legislation. But. 
at the sam e tim e, T do not feel 
that my own personal religious 
beliefs should interfere with the 
enactm ent of this statute.” 
The law becomes effective in 
three months and perm its abor­ 
tions in licensed New Mexico 
hospitals if two staff physicians 
flrrrao tb*>t rvmtto’iod « re'*n"ncy 
wo uld result in “ g rav e impair­ 
m ent of the nh' sieal or mental 
health of the wom an” or when 
the babv “ probably will have a 
grave physical or m ental de­ 
fect.” 
Abortions could only be per­ 
form ed at the request of the 
woman or with parental consent 
if she is under 18 vears old. 
The law carries no require­ 
ment for residency in New Mex­ 
ico prior to obtaining an abor­ 
tion. 
The statute also says no hospi­ 
tal will be required to adm it a 
patient for an abortion.

There were new protests at 
several colleges around the na­ 
tion Friday and two persons 
w erf hurt at a Denver high 
school disturbance. But students 
at one New Jersey high school 
m arched to dem onstrate racial 
goodwill.

ident S.I. Hayakawa said he 
would wait and see whether the 
peace was perm anant before de­ 
ciding whether to grant protest­ 
ers am nesty.

Officers Alert 
For Expanded 
led Attacks 


SAIGON (AP) — Sharp fight- 
;ng swirled on three sides of Sai­ 
gon today following 30 overnight 
rocket attacks on 
allied towns 
and bases. Field commanders 
were alerted to be readv for an 
"xpocted “ high point” of enemy 
activity around the capital this 
weekend. 
Allied forces reported killing 
127 Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese in four battles north, 
south and east of Saigon. U.S. 
casualties were one killed 
and 
nine wounded, and South Viet­ 
namese losses were six killed 
and 28 wounded. 
All the U.S. casualties result­ 
ed from one four-hour fight in 
the 
Mekong 
Delta, 
40 miles 
south of Saigon, when a Viet 
Cc,ng force attacked 1 5 0 infan­ 
trym en of the U.S. i» th Division 
in night positions around the 
provincial capital of Ben Tre. 
The infantrym en called in ar- 
tillerv and helicopter gunships 
shortly after midnight, and at 
daybreak the bodies of 42 Viet 
Cong were found. 
On the outskirts of Tay Ninh 
City, 5 1 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon, 40 0 South Vietnamese para­ 
troopers fought a two hour bat­ 
tle with North Vietnam ese units 
and claim ed killing 
40. Govern­ 
ment casualties were five killed 
and 20 wounded. 
In another fight 100 miles east 
of Saigon more than 100 enemy 
soldiers attacked a governm ent 
m ilitary 
headquarters 
shortlv 
after midnight. Spokesmen said 
South 
Vietnam ese 
militiamen 
killed 35 enem y at a cost of one 
dead and eight wounded. 
The fourth action involved Air 
Cavalrym en of the 1st Division

Wedge, a 1 0 .0 0 0 -man U.S. coun­ 
teroffensive aimed at prevent­ 
ing an assault on Saigon. One 
unit ran into North Vietnamese

Say Nixon Has Viet Policy Ready 


WASHINGTON 'A P ) - Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
has confirmed the existence of 
private negotiations to end the 
Vietnam w ar and said if all 
talks fail the adm inistration has 
an “ alternative” to current poli­ 
cies. 
Laird’s disclo sures came as a 
surnrise when the subW t of 
Viet Nam was raised briefly Fri­ 
day during a Senate disarm a­ 
ment subcom m ittee hearing on 
missile defense. 
To a question from Democrat 
J. W. Fulbright of Arkansas, 
Laird said the adm inistration is 
seeking peace “ not only through 
form al diplom atic channels for­ 


mally in Paris, but privately as 
well.” 
He did not elaborate. 
There were published venorts 
» arbor this week that nrtonto 
talks may be going on in Vienti­ 
ane. the capital of Laos. But 
Henry Cabot Lod» e. chief U S 
negotiator in Paris, said he did 
not know about them. 
The mention of an alternative 
to present policy came up in 
this 
exchange 
between 
Fill- 
bright and Laird: 
“ Isn’t it possible, Mr, Sccrc- 
t« rv, to realise th*» t "'(* are n<rf 
now and never 
have been win- 
dng 
this 
war?” 
Fulbright 
asked. “ If this administration 


continues and escalates this war 
in Vietnam, it will soon be Mr. 
Nixon’s w ar.” 
“ 1 want you to know,” said 
Laird, “ that we are hopeful that 
we will be successful in the 
talks . . , but if we are not suc­ 
cessful, and we pray for suc- 
"» ss I can assure vnu that we 
will have an alternative as far 
as the war is eoncerncxl other 
than the present conduct of that 
w ar.” 
He would not, despite Ful- 
hright’s urging, spell out the al­ 
ternative. 
Meanwhile, House Republican 
leader Gerald R. Ford predicted 
that there would be a new “ mili- 


tarv move” in Vietnam if talks 
fail. He said he thought there 
would be eitoor a settlement or 
m ilitary actio n different from 
that of the past.

Chiefs of Staff, flatly 
denied 
Fulbright’s 
contention 
that 
there has been escalation of the 
ground war in South 
Vietnam 
since the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam was end°d Nov. 1, 
Critics — including Fulbright 
—have 
contorted 
in*reased 
American m ilitary activity led 
to the current series of North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong at­ 
tacks against South Vietnam’s 
cities.

tacted by Stoner but that the at­ 
torney would have no 
tro uble 
seeing 
Ray 
if 
the 
priso ner 
wished it. 
Ray pleaded guilty M arch 
1 0 
to a first-degree m urder charge 
that he shot King in Memphis 
last April 4. Ray was brought 
here the next day to begin a 
9 9 - 
year prison sentence. 
In Chattanooga Friday night, 
Stoner, 44, said he wo uld be aid­ 
ed in the case by a Chattano o g a 
lawyer, Robert W. Hill. 
“ I have some independent in­ 
formation about the Rav case 
from 
M emphis,” Stoner said. 
“ And from the inform ation I 
have, I believe It wculd have 
been impossible fo r Rav to have 
been 
guilty 
of 
having 
shot 
King.” 
Stoner said he thought Ray 
had been pressured into enter­ 
ing the guilty plea because of 
national publicity which m ade it 
impossible for Ray to get a fclr 
trial.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Army 
doctors, revealing for the first 
time 
that 
former 
President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower suffered 
serious temporary 
congestive 
heart failure one week ago. say 
“he may well have less reserve 
strength than previously.” 
The phvsicians acknowledged 
Friday they were more con­ 
cerned than ever about the 
chronic heart condition of the 
78*year*old general who is re­ 
covering from intestinal sur­ 
gery. 
Despite this concern, a medi­ 
cal bulletin late Friday from 
Walter Reed General Hospital 
said “the general’s condition to­ 
day is favorable . . . he is rest­ 
ing comfortably and his spirits 
are good.” 
Word of the congestive heart 
failure episode came in re­ 
sponse to questions as a result 
of off-the-cuff remarks by Mrs. 
Eisenhower and a little-noticed 
Wednesday 
medical 
bulletin 
from the hospital. 
Mrs. Eisenhower commented 
at a fashion show that her hus­ 
band has “good days and bad” 
and that last Saturday was 
prticularly bad one. It was so 
bad, she said, that “I didn’t 
take my clothes off for SO 
hours” 
while 
keeping watch 
near the general’s bedside at 
the hospital. 
The medical bulletin, issued 
after President Vlyon *rd visit­ 
ed Eisenhower for 20 minutes, 
said the former president has 
recovered from the immediate 
effects of Feb. 23 surger' for a 
gastrointestinal obstruction. But 
it also said Esienhower “contin­ 
ues to be weak and his cardio 
vascular status remains a mat 
ter of concern to his phys! 
clans.”

N.M. Governor 
Won't1 Interfere 


SANTA FE, N.M. (AP) — 
New Mexico Gov. David F. Car­ 
go, a Roman Catholic, declined 
to endorse or veto liberalized 
abortion legislation Friday and 
cleared the way for the measure 
to become state law. 
Cargo told the New Mexico 
Legislature in a written state­ 
ment: 
“I am returning the bill un­ 
signed because I do not wish to 
give my personal endorsement 
to this piece of legislation. But. 
at the same time, J do not feel 
that my own personal religious 
beliefs should interfere with the 
enactment of this statute.” . 
The law becomes effective in 
three months and permits abor­ 
tions in licensed New Mexico 
hospitals if two staff physicians 


ptrrop th a t rr»nt'rm od m -er n i-n cy 
would result in “grave impair­ 
ment of the physical or mental 
health of the woman” or when 
the baby ’‘probably will have a 
grave physical or mental de 
feet.” 
Abortions could only be per 
formed at the request of the 
woman or with parental consent 
if she is under 18 vears old. 
The law carries no require 
ment for residency in New Mex­ 
ico prior to obtaining an abor 
tion. 
The statute also says no hospi 
tai will be required to admit a 
patient for an abortion.

Then it 
was said that Finch’s office 
would set out the administration 
position Thursday or Friday.

Rep. Roman C. Pucinski. D-

Pakistan Mob 


Rule Claims 39 


KARACHI, Pakistan (AP) - 
At least 39 persons have been 
killed in the past two weeks as a 
result of mob violence in the 
East Pakistani capital of Dacca, 
Radio Pakistan announced to­ 
day. 
The broadcast quoted official 
sources as saving antisocial ele­ 
ments were taking advantage of 
nationwide political unrest to in­ 
dulge in arson, looting and other 
lawless activities. 
Police 
patrols 
have 
been 
stepped up in Dacca City and 
troops are standing by, the ra­ 
dio said. It added that 45 armed 
persons have been arrested in 
connection with the disorders. 


School March 
Is Friendly 
For A Change

tion here has taken a friendly 
turn that school officials in ra­ 
cially tense communities may 
want to copy. 
In a demonstration of racial 
goodwill Friday, the 1.500 New 
Brunswick High School students 
accompanied by city and school 
officials 
linked 
arms 
and 
marched around the school sing 
ing. 
The citv’s public schools have 
been the scene of racial unrest 
recently, and several schools 
were closed for a time to permit 
tempers to cool. 
The march, planned in ad­ 
vance with sanoti^n from cit” 
and school administration offi­ 
cials, was atmed at having “na 
tional implications,” toward an 
end of racial demonstrations. 
School Supt. Morris Bops said 
Nct?ro°s and whites sane “God 
Bless America” and “We Shall 
Overonme” 
while 
parading 
around the block square high 
school. 
James Gittins, a Negro high 
school junior who heired rrgan- 
?ze the 20-minute march, said, 
“It was a walk out to show the 
students’ return to education.” 
The students said in a state­ 
ment. 
“this demonstration is 
oroof of the willingness of both 
black, and white students to 
peaceably work out problems 
that have arisen.” 


SAIGON (AP) — Sharp fight- 
mg swirled on three sides of Sai­ 
gon today following 30 overnight 
rocket attacks on allied towns 
and bases. Field commanders 
were alerted to be ready for an 
expected “high point” of enemy 
activity around the capital this 
weekend. 
Allied forces reported killing 
127 Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese in four battles north, 
south and east of Saigon. U.S. 
casualties were one killed and 
nine wounded, and South Viet­ 
namese losses were six killed 
and 28 wounded. 
All the U.S. casualties result­ 
ed from one four-hour fight in 
the Mekong Delta, 40 miles 
south of Saigon, when a Viet 
Cong force attacked 150 infan­ 
trymen of the U.S. ftth Division 
in night positions around the 
provincial capital of Ben Tre. 
The infantrymen called in ar­ 
tillery and helicopter gunships 
shortly after midnight, and at 
daybreak the bodies of 42 Viet 
Cong were found. 
On the outskirts of Tay Ninh 
City, 51 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon, 400 South Vietnamese para­ 
troopers fought a two-hour bat 
tie with North Vietnamese units 
and claimed killing 40. Govern­ 
ment casualties were five killed 
and 20 wounded. 
In another fight IOO miles east 
of Saigon more than IOO enemy 
soldiers attacked a government 
military headquarters shortly 
after midnight. Spokesmen said 
South 
Vietnamese 
militiamen 
killed 35 enemy at a cost of one 
dead and eight wounded. 
The fourth action involved Air 
Cavalrymen of the 1st Division 
participating in Operaton Atlas 
Wedge, a 10,000-man U.S. coun­ 
teroffensive aimed at prevent­ 
ing an assault on Saigon. One 
unit ran into North Vietnamese 
troops 47 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon and called in helicopter 
gunships, which killed IO ene­ 
my. There were no U.S. casual­ 
ties.

said

North Vietnamese have been 
killed 
since 
Operation Atlas 
Wedge began Tuesday, but the 
bulk of the enemy force estimat­ 
ed at 7.500 men is evading con­ 
tact and choosing its own time 
and place to fight. 
About 200 U.S. air cavalrymen 
were pulled out of the ooeration 
today and an officer said: “It 
looks like they’ve done the most 
they can do right now.” 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) 
President Nixon is spending 
the weekend in Southern C ali- 
fomia where he’s thinking about 
buying a home and building a li­ 
brary to house his official pa­ 
pers. 
The President and Mrs. Nix­ 
on, who flew here Friday, are 
quartered in a borrowed man­ 
sion high on a cliff over-looking 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean. 
Although 
aides said he had no plans to 
buy this particular house, they 
would not rule out the possibili­ 
ty. 
The chief executive, already 
known to be seeking a summer 
White House in Southern Call 
fomia, also is considering selec­ 
tion of a site in the same gener­ 
al area for a library to house his 
presidential and vice-presiden­ 
tial papers. 
The President was expected 
to issue late today a statement 
outlining his views on college 
campus disorders. 
Among those who flew to 


Southern California 
with the 
Nixons Friday were Secretary 
of State and Mrs. William P. 
Rogers and Dr. Hairy A. Kis­ 
singer, special assistant for na­ 
tional security affairs. 
Asked why these foreign poli­ 
cy aides had made the trip, 
press secretary Ronald L. Zie­ 
gler said. “The President likes 
to use the time in flight for con­ 
versations.” 
On the return flight to Wash­ 
ington Sunday, the chief execu­ 
tive will be joined by Ellsworth 
Bunker, ambassador to South 
Vietnam,

Goodpaster, deputy commander 
in Vietnam who is becoming su­ 
preme commander of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization.

Say Nixon Has Viet Policy Ready 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
has confirmed the existence of 
private negotiations to end the 
Vietnam war and said if all 
talks fail the administration has 
an “alternative” to current poli­ 
cies. 
Laird’s disclosures came as a 
surprise when the subW t of 
Viet Nam was raised briefly Fri­ 
day during a Senate disarma­ 
ment subcommittee hearing on 
missile defense. 
To a question from Democrat 
J. W. Fulbright of Arkansas, 
Laird said the administration is 
seeking peace “not only through 
formal diplomatic channels for­ 


mally in Paris, but privately as 
well.” 
He did not elaborate. 
There were published renorts 
cartier this week th^t private 
talks may be going on in Vienti­ 
ane. the capital of Laos. But 
Henry Cabot Lodge, chief U.S. 
negotiator in Paris, said he did 
not know about them. 
The mention of an alternative 
to present policy came up in 
this 
exchange 
between 
Ful­ 
bright and Laird: 
“Isn’t it possible. Mr. Secre­ 
ter'', to realise tH°t '*'#» are pot 
now and never have been win­ 
ing 
this 
war?” 
Fulbright 
asked. “If this administration 


continues and escalates this war 
in Vietnam, it will soon be Mr. 
Nixon’s war.” 
“ I want you to know,” said 
Laird, “that we are hopeful that 
we will be successful in the 
talks . . . but if we are not suc­ 
cessful, and we pray for suc- 
"ess I can assure von that we 
will have an alternative as far 
as the war is concerned other 
than the present conduct of that 
war.” 
He would not, despite Ful- 
hright’s urging, spell out the al­ 
ternative. 
Meanwhile, House Republican 
leader Gerald R. Ford predicted 
that there would be a new “mili­ 


tary move” in Vietnam if talks 
fail. He said he thought there 
would be either a settlement or 
military action different from 
that of the past. 
Laird and Gen. Earle G. 
Wheeler, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, flatly denied 
Fulbright’s 
contention 
that 
there has been escalation of the 
ground war in South Vietnam 
since the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam was end°d Nov. I. 
Critics — including Fulbright 
—have 
contended 
in'reased 
American military activity led 
to the current series of North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong at­ 
tacks against South Vietnam’s 
cities.

James Earl Ray’s new lawyer 
arrived today to visit Ray at the 
state prison and said he had 
new 
information

vinced him that Ray did not as­ 
sassinate Dr. 
Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
J. B. Stoner, a Savannah. Ga., 
attorney long associated with 
the Ku Klux Klan. said he had 
been retained by Ray in his ef­ 
fort to win a new trial. 
Warden Lake Thompson of 
the Tennessee State Peniten­ 
tiary said he had not been con­ 
tacted by Stoner but that the at­ 
torney would have no trouble 
seeing 
Ray if the 
prisoner 
wished it. 
Ray pleaded guilty March IO 
to a first-degree murder charge 
that he shot King in Memphis 
last April 4. Ray was brought 
here the next day to begin a 99- 
year prison sentence. 
In Chattanooga Friday night, 
Stoner. 44, said he would be aid­ 
ed in the case by a Chattanooga 
lawyer, Robert W. Hill. 
“I have some independent in­ 
formation about the Ray ease 
from Memphis,” Stoner said. 
“And from the information I 
have, I believe It would have 
been impossible for Ray to have

Kennedy Urges 
China Changes

NEW YORK (A P) - Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy has called for 
an overhaul of U.S. policy to­ 
ward Communist China, includ­ 
ing pulling U.S. troops off For­ 
mosa 
and 
giving 
Communist 
China a seat on the U.N. Securi­ 
ty Council. 
Kennedy, in a speech Thurs­ 
day night, also called for re­ 
moving all travel and nonstrate- 
gic trade barriers with main­ 
land China and opening consu­ 
lar missions there until diplo- 
matc relations are established. 
The Massachusetts Democrat 
told the National Committee on 
U.S.-China 
Relations, 
“ Surely, 
in the entire history of Ameri­ 
can foreign policy, there has 
been no fiction more palpably 
absurd than our official position 
that Communist China does not 
exist.” 
Kennedy, the Senate assistant 
majority leader, called on the 
Nixon administration “ to rectify 
the errors of the past” by offer­ 
ing Peking -a clear and a ttra c­ 
tive alternative to the existing 
impasse in our relations.” 
Negotiations with the Commu­ 
nists should begin “ at the ear-

opportunity,” 
Kennedy

The senator proposed that the 
China seat in the U.N. Security 
Council and General Assembly 
be given to the Communists.

Medic Gives Sirhan Liquor Test 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — After 
drinking six ounces of gin in & 
jail ceil test, Sirhan Bishara Sir­ 
han became “like a wild beast” 
and began talking as if Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy were still 
alive, a psychiatrist says. 
‘•He never said he killed Ken­ 
nedy,” Dr. Eri Marcus told the 
jury Friday trying Sirhan for 
Kennedy’s murder. “He 
kept 
talking as though Kennedy were 
alive. He said ‘that bastard isn’t 
worth the-bullet.’ With all the 
prodding he never said he killed 
Kennedy.” 
There has been testimony that 
Sirhan had three Tom Collins 
before shooting the New York 
senator in the Ambassador Ho­ 
tel last June 5. Sirhan says he 
drinks. 
The bartender’s recipe for the 
gin mixture was duplicated in 
the drinks served Sirhan. Mar­ 
cus described what happened 
next: 
“Psychologically he went ber­ 
serk. He was extremely agitat­ 
ed and restless and cursing and 
had to be physically restrained. 
“He kept grabbing at 
his 
throat. He said ‘What the hell is 
going on here?’ He thought he 
was choking. He said ‘I’ll get 
even with those Jews.’ 
“I think he thought he was 
back at the Ambassador Hotel. 
Then he started talking about 
how 20 years were enough for 
the Jews and Kennedy didn’t 
help them . . .

NEW YORK (AP) — Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy has called for 
an overhaul of U.S. policy to­ 
ward Communist China, includ­ 
ing pulling U.S. troops off For­ 
mosa and giving Communist 
China a seat on the U.N. Securi­ 
ty Council. 
Kennedy, in a speech Thurs­ 
day night, also called for re­ 
moving all travel and nonstrate­ 
gic trade barriers with main­ 
land China and opening consu­ 
lar missions there until diplo­ 
mate relations are established. 
The Massachusetts Democrat 
told the National Committee on 
U.S.-China Relations, “Surely, 
in the entire history of Ameri­ 
can foreign policy, there has 
been no fiction more palpably 
absurd than our official position 
that Communist China d o e s n t 
exist.” 
Kennedy, the Senate assistant 
majority leader, called on the 
Nixon administration “to rectify 
the errors of the past” by offer­ 
ing Peking “a clear and attrac­ 
tive alternative to the existing 
impasse in our relations.”

opportunity,”

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Navy Brass Next 


The five admirals who constitute the 
Navy’s court of inquiry have retired to 
pass judgment on Cmdr. Lloyd M. 
Bucher’s conduct during the North Ko­ 
reans’ seizure of the USS Pueblo. 
From all that can be gleaned from 
the public testimony, the wrong defend­ 
ant was in the dock. The Navy, not 
Cmdr. Bucher, belong there. 
It’s true the Pueblo’s commander 
didn’t fight to save his ship. For ob­ 
viously good reason. The two antique 
.50 caliber machine guns mounted on 
the crusty old vessel were caked with 
ice and hopelessly outpowered. 
It’s true as weil he permitted intelli­ 
gence material to fall to the commu­ 
nists. This wouldn’t have happened if 
the Navy previously had fulfilled his 
request for modern “destruct” equip­ 
ment. 
In the critical half-hour before the 
Pueblo was boarded, its crewmen had 
to flail away with axes and makeshift 
explosives that injured some of them. 
The Navy, not Cmdr. Bucher, was 
responsible for outfitting the Pueblo. 
The high command in Washington, not 


Cmdr. Bucher, was responsible for pro­ 
viding aid for the Pueblo in time of dis­ 
tress. 
In both cases the brass was abysmal­ 
ly deficient. 
To the initiated it is shocking to dis­ 
cover that a warning from the National 
Security Agency should pass around the 
world without reaching the high offi­ 
cials for whom it was intended. The 
NSA cautioned that the danger of the 
Pueblo’s mission had been underesti­ 
mated and that the ship should there­ 
fore receive protection. 
More appalling was the off-hand re­ 
sponse of the commander of U. S. 
naval forces in the Pacific to the effect 
that “these messages come through all 
the time.” What better reason for ig­ 
noring them? 
His request for reassignment to sea 
duty denied, Cmdr. Bucher must await 
the Navy court’s finding while man­ 
ning a desk on the beach. 
Whatever tl\e verdict, it’s clear the 
next case should place on trial those 
responsible for the Pueblo mess —- not 
its victims.

Young Hits 
Pueblo Leak, 
Hints Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) — There 
are indications at least one high 
Pentagon official 
has leaked 
highly 
classified 
information 
about the Pueblo to right-wing 
extremist organizations, accord­ 
ing to Sen. Stephen M. Young. 
“It is obvious that many facts 
concerning the Pueblo incident 
were furnished to these right­ 
wing publications prior to the 
time they were revealed to the 
Naval Board of Inquiry investi­ 
gating the affair,” Young told 
the Senate Thursday. 
The Ohio Democrat said if the 
leaks about the spy ship contin­ 
ues he will ask for a probe by 
the 
Senate 
Armed 
Services 
Committee, of which he is 
a 
member. 
To support his claim, Young 
said the Rev. Paul D. Lindstrom 
called a news conference in Chi­ 
cago last Dec. 21 to report the 
United States and North Korea 
had come to terms for the re­ 
lease of the Pueblo crew. 
The 
official 
announcement, 
Young noted, was not made un­ 
til the next day. 
The senator said Lindstrom 
refused to reveal how he ob­ 
tained the information but re­ 
ported it came from “ a good 
source” in Washington. 
Young identified Lindstrom as 
proprietor of the 
Church of 
Christian 
Liberty 
in 
Chicago 
pnd charman of the Remember 
the Pueblo Committee, which 
the senator said is tied to the 
Liberty Lobby. 


New York 
Exchange 


Sets Move 


NEW YORK (AP) — The New 
York 
Stock 
Exchange 
said 
Thursday it would make its first 
permanent move in more than 
IOO years to landfill site to be 
built by the city in Manhattan’s 
East River. 
The exchange’s board of gov­ 
ernors authorized signing of a 
letter of intent with the City of 
New York for a 99-year lease on 
tile new site. 
It will be located at the east 
end of Wall Street, about five 
blocks from the present location 
at the corner of Wall and Broad 
streets in the heart of the finan­ 
cial district. 
The NYSE said the project, 
which will cost an estimated 
$155 million, is slated for com­ 
pletion by 1975. 
NYSE Board Chairman Gus­ 
tave L. Levy and 
President 
Robert W. Haack said in a letter 
to exchange members the build­ 
ing “ must be 
completed 
by 
about 1975 if the exchange is to 
have the space and facilities it 
will need to keep functioning ef 
ficiently.” 
Plans for the new headquar­ 
ters call for a 90,000-equare-foot 
trading floor, moire than triple 
the size of the present floor. The 
building will have the capacity 
for more than 8,000 persons, the 
number expected by 1980, the 
exchange said. 
The exchange said it had out­ 
grown its present headquarters, 
where it has been since 1865, 
due to an unprecedented in­ 
crease in trading volume. The 
1968 average daily volume was 
13 million shares, more than 
double the 1965 average. Aver 
age daily volume of 17 million 
shares is expected by 1975.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
fired an underground nuclear 
explosion Friday after evacuat­ 
ing a family and closing roads 
within 75 miles of the test site in 
case of an avalanche. 
The AEC sad there was no 
movement of snow at 11.918-foot 
Mt. Charles, and the unidenti­ 
fied fa m ilv returned to its house 
at the 7,000 foot level. 
Last month a natural ava­ 
lanche knocked a house down a 
hillside and killed two persons. 
Store then the Air Force has 
kept planes a w a v in fear that a 
sonic boom might loosen the 
heavy snow pack 30 miles west 
of Las Vegas. 
The sixth explosion of the 
'’ear at the Nevada test site was 
in a drilled vertical hole about 
1,525 feet deep. It had the force 
of from 20.000 to 100.000 tons of 
TNT. the AEC said. 
A test equal to less than 20.000 
torts was fired Thursday. The 
biggest so far has equaled more 
one million tons of TNT.

SOCORRO, N.M. (AP) - A 
computer at New Mexico Tech 
has had the shakes lately, but 
will recover. 
Scientists are merely subject­ 
ing it to simulated earth trem­ 
ors in an effort to unlock one of 
the planet’s mysteries. 
The scientists are an explo­ 
sives engineer and a seismolo 
gist embarked on a research 
project that might lead one day 
to accurate prediction of earth­ 
quakes. 
“ Learning more about earth­ 
quakes 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
mean we can prevent them, but 
it might well lead to predicting 
them.” said Merle Hanson, the 
engineer. 
Hanson and Dr. Allan San­ 
ford, an earthquake specialist, 
have taught the computer to 
simulate 
earthquakes. 
They 
have been working on the proj­ 
ect for two years. 
“ There is very little man can 
do until he understands more 
about the causes and nature of 
earthquakes,” Hanson said. 
“ We try to duplicate those 
things we can’t see or measure.” 
To do this, the computer takes 
a 
hypothetical 
block 
of the 
earth’s crust and induces a 
shock at one point, much as 
scientists think a shock in the 
earth’s crust produces an earth­ 
quake. 
The computer then measures 
the effect of the 
simulated 
shock, printing the results on a 
chart just as a seismograph 
measuring a real earthquake 
does. 
When Hanson and Sanford dis­ 


cover a 
computer earthquake 
that matches a real earthquake 
recorded in the central New 
Mexio area, they study both in 
detail. 
He said the work with the 
computer may help solve 
the 
cause of a series of earthquakes 
in the Denver, Colo., area in re­ 
cent years. 
Some seismologists said the 
tremors were induced by pump­ 
ing chemical wastes under pres­ 
sure into deep disposal wells 
near Denver. 
“ There seems to be strong 
correlation between these waste 
deposits and the sudden occur­ 
rence of earthquakes,” Hanson 


said. “ But no one could develop 
firm conclusions. 
“ We hope our studies will 
shed some light.”

Within 150 miles of New York 
City, you can turn on a radio 
and hear this: 
“ What do they call a person 
who doesn’t lock his car” 
Answer: “ A pedestrian.” 
It’s not radio comedy. It’s a 
small part of the biggest cam­ 
paign against auto theft ever in­ 
itiated in a single part of the 
country. The goal of the experi­ 
ment is to cut auto thefts, a 
large 
and 
growing 
problem 
across the nation but particular­ 
ly in and around New York City. 
In the city, and adjacent sub­ 
urban counties 120,000 cars were 
taken last year. Eight out of 10 
were unlocked and four of 10 
had keys in the ignition. 
The slogan, “ Lock it and 
pocket the key” is bombarding 
eyes and ears from all media. 
The campaign is a pilot project 
of the Anti-Car Theft Committee 
of 
the 
National 
Automobile 
Theft Bureau. Eighteen major 
insurance 
companies 
finance 
the bureau. 
The campaign is running in 
newspapers and magazines, on 
radio and television and in a 
million leaflets being handed 
out on the street. 
Another feature Is the use of 
sports celebrities, such as Matt 
Snell and Emerson Boozer of 
the New York Jets champion 
football team, who talk at high 
schools in the areas of greatest 
thefts. 
William Boone, a spokesman 
for the committee, said: 
“ As we refine this program, 
find out which parts of it are 
most effective, we’ll have to use 
it countrywide in the greatest 
trouble spots, including most of 
the big cities.”

The key to a solution Ila* in 
the 4-4-5 concept—division* of 
thole numbers of teams in two 
13-team conferences. Using this 


philosophy, which the AFL likes 
but which the NFJ, is cool 
about, 
realignment could be 
achieved in one of two ways: 
1. Move two or three NFL 
teams into the AFL. If two, di­ 
vide the 12-team AFL into three 
units of four and the 14-team 
NFL into two fives and a four. 
If three, divide the resulting 13- 
team conferences into divisions 
of four, four and five. Each of 
the NFL teams would go into 
different NFL-AFL divisions. 


2 . Take the two four-team di­ 
visions in the NFL’* Western 
Conference and place them with 
the AFL’s five-team Eastern Di­ 
vision, and place the two four- 
team divisions of the NFL’s 
Eastern Conference with the 
AFL’s five-team Western Divi­ 
sion. 


While the first idea seemed 
far-fetched a few days ago be­ 
cause it seemed unlikely that 
any NFL teams would be will­ 
ing to switch, The Associated 
Press has learned that at least 
one and possibly as many as 
three NFL teams have ex­ 
pressed some sympathy toward 
the move. 
Baltimore appears to be the 
key team, with owner Carroll 
Rosenbloom reportedly willing 
to move if he can name the oth­ 
er team or two that would go 
with the Colts. 
Minnesota and Dallas are oth­ 
er possibilities, although Gener­ 
al Manager Jim Finks of Minne­ 
sota denied that the Vikings 
would go along. 
The AFL, of course, would be 
delghted to have these teams. 
The NFL, en the other hand, is 


not exactly thrilled with the 
prospect of giving up three of its 
four division champions 
from 
last season. 
The second plan would keep 
present 
divisions 
intact 
and 
would solve at least two prob­ 
lems. It would place the two 
New York teams, the AFL Jets 
and the NFL Giants, in separate 
conferences, and it would put 
the AFL Cincinnati Bengals in 
the same conference with the 
NFL Cleveland Browns. 
When the AFL owners re­ 
cessed after 9Vi hour Friday, 
league President Milt Wood­ 
ward said: “ Our people are in­ 
terested in nothing else but get­ 
ting equality in the two divi­ 
sions. We want equality. There’s 
no doubt about that. We ll take 
any good arrangement of 13 and 
13. We can work it out.”

SAO PAULO. Brazil (AP) — 
A power failure triggered 
a 
head-on crash of an electric 
train loaded with work ers and 
students and a locomotiv e Fri­ 
day, k illing 30 to 40 persons and 
injuring more than 300, police 
reported. 
Line officials said the pack ed 
suburban train, heading for Sao 
Paulo was stopped by a power 
failure. A locomotiv e was sent 
out on the same line toward the 
train to help it into Sao Paulo.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — 
Some state officials expressed 
opinions today that the Ohio 
River may become as clean in 
seven or eight years as present 
antipollution methods can make 
it. 
George Eagle, chief engineer 
for the Ohio 
Department of 
Health, explained that a river in 
a populous area such as the 
Ohio Valley will always have a 
high bacteria content as the re­ 
sult of regular draining runoff 
from the land. 
This, he said, will prohibit the 
river from ever becoming a re­ 
commended swimming facility.
